The buriness man 
does not have such palpable indi- 
cators, and is usually apprised of 
the change in the direction of the 
cycle by acute difficulties over 
which he has no control, because 


however, certain somber factors 
existent in the situation at this 
time that convey a note of im- 
pending trouble to the observer, 
and if heeded, should prepare com- 
mercial enterprises for the con- 
traction which may come. 

Of primary importance among 
the group of barometers is the 
tendency over a long period of 
years of the security markets to 
reach a high point In activity and 
in price level about three to six

These were immediately 
taken out and the rush to sign 
them was such that when the 
petitions were filed at 11:50 p.m. 
they carried more than 3000 
names, 

Capt. Fredericks was reluctant 
to become a candidate because of 
the large personal sacrifices in- 
volved but finally consented, in 


made to him by several commit- 
tees of prominent citizens who 
urged him to make the race be- 
cause of the great need of the dis- 
trict fora strong man as its rep- 
resentative In Congress. Special 
emphasis was laid upon the neces- 
sities of the harbor and other in- 
terests of Los Angeles in the de- 
velopment of which the govern- 
ment must play a part. 

Capt. Fredericks came into na- 
tional prominence in 1911 when as 
District Attorney he prosecuted 
the McNamara brothers, confessed 
dynamiters of The Times Building 
and the Liewellyn Ircn Works.

PLANS FOR | 
CITY PARK 


Proposal to Remove Rocks 
and Save Trees Approved 
at Municipal Conference 


Plans for the beautification of 
the Arroyo Seco and setting it*aside 
as a public park were discussed 
yesterday at a conference at the 
City Hall between members of the 
City Counctl and residents of the 
northeast section of the city. 

Under the present plan, which 
has been generally approved and 
which will be formally placed be- 
fore the City Council soon by its 
public welfare committee, of which 
Councilman Allan is chairman, the 
city would proceed to condemn «a 
large part of the Arroyo Seco for 
park purposes, the land to be paid 
for by property owners in an as- 
gessrrent district created adjacent 
to the proposed park. 

The condemnation of the land 

would bring to an end the destruc- 
tion of sycamore trees in the Ar- 
royo, which is now being carried 
on by property owners who are 
selling off threir land, as this prop- 
erty would then become part of. 
the new park to be created. 
As part of the park develgépment 
plan, the waters which ff down 
the Arroyo must be controlled, and 
the necessary Construction work be 
done by the city, which would re- 
move the rock to its temporary 
crushing plant at Avenue 20. Un- 
der this plan the objection to the 
new stone crushing plants in the 
Arroyo would be met as the rock 
crushing would be done without 
opening the district to commercial 
rock crushers.

Timothy D. Bonney Given 
Service Cross for Saving 
Buddies in France

Timothy D. Bonney of this city 
today was cited by the War De- 


partment for bravery and received 
the Distinguished Service Cross.

“For extraordinary heroism in 
action, July 10, 1918, near the 
town of Belleau, France.
